_ ment shoiild issue a list of dangerously 
infectious diseases in Chinese for the in- 
formation of the roany ricksha and chair 
coolics, tho majority of whun I am sure do 
not know what are included in tho term 
dangerous ‘infectious disease,’ The Chinese 
0 far awl know, regard very fow diseases 
as infectious and their medical men are not 
over particalir in their- dealing with such 
cases. It ia with, the view.of preventin; 
any hardship to the poor coolies that 
send you these few lines, avd I hupe the 
proper authorities will kindly take early

_ VOYAGE OF PASSENGER STEAMERS 
TO AUSTRALIA. 


The following is o continuation of tho

Stiz,—In reply to your letter of the Ist 
inatant, regarding the daration of the voy- 
ages of steamers carrying passengers to 
Australia, 1 have tho -honour, by direction 
-% the Officer Administering the Govern- 
ment, to inform youthat, in caleulating the 
. probable longth of a voyage, the Govern- 
ment has to ‘maka allowance fur a breuk- 
down of tha machinery or other accidents 
of the sea; and it would incur a. grave re- 
sponeibility, if it-pormitted Emigrunt ships 
- to leave this Port with proviions and medi- 
cines sniiicient only for the voysge a ship 
actually nskes when therais no accident. 
2. Before, however, this matter can -be 
finally svtiled, I am to point out that the 
discrepancy in the length of the various 
voyages ai given by you, and as given by 
the Harbour Master, requirea considera- 
tion. This will appear from the following 
tabular statement :

Tha ronte to Sydney and Melbourne, 
which mny bo regarded as -the Austmlian 
termini, is invariably via Port Darwin and. 
Torres Straits inside the Barrier Reofs. The 
Comittee are satisfied that a fair average 
passage to Port Darwin from Hongkong is 
ahout ten days, and should any accident 
happen to vessels on this section of the 
route, the ateamor would be in the track of 
the China-Australian lines running between 
Pott Darwin and Hongkong, which leave 
each vf those ports at least every nine days, 
so that, at the outside, it is reasonatle to 
assume a disabled ship could be relioved 
within five days; her Sydney and Melbuurne 
emigrauts would be provisioned say for 24 
to 25 days, which would amply supply all 
wanta until Port Darwin was reached. The 
route then lics to Thurday Island, three 
days diglant frum Port Darwin:.should any 
accident occur on this section the remedies 
applicable to the Hongkong-Port Darwin 
route would ba available. ‘Torres Siraits 
and inside the Barrier Reefs are then on- 
torad, and until just North of Brisbane, say 
17 days distant from Hongkong, or 4 days 
from Thursday Island, the const is never 
out of sight, the vozsels nro in smooth wator 
and should a breakdown occur the cost is 
studded with various ports which could be 
reached by the ship’a boats in a short firme, 
Jet alono tho continual coastal traftio of 
Jocal and other steamers, apart from the 
Australian-Chins.lines,; which could be 
counted upon to give relief, if required. 
From Brisbane to Sydney about 4 days 
and Sydney to Melboume 2 days, similar 
assistance to that noted in the foregoing 
could be relied upon. 

Thus it will be seen that excepLitix the 
long sea stretch from . Hongkong to 
Port Darwin—ten dnys—the route to 
Sydney and Melbourne cia Torres Straits 
is more than ordinarily aafeguarded. Shoulc 
accidents oceur hence to Port Darwin, there 
ary certain probabilities of ussistance, apart 
from.the fact that the steamers are on the 
first part of their voyage and are amply 
provisioned for the whole voyage. 

There are three other altervative routes 
to Sydney and Melbuurno, from Hongkong. 


(a.) Via Singapore, Port Darwin and 
Torres Straits ; thisis analogous t the 
more direct route lieace via. Port Dar- 
win and Torres Straits dwelt on ia the 
foregoing remarks, therefore there is 
no need to recapitulate. 

(o.) Direct to Sydncy or Melbourne via 
Torres Straits, not touching at Port 
Darwin; this routo is scldom teken.

It is with deep regret that the Directors 
have to alludo to the loss of one of the com- 
pany’s newer vessels, the Tasmania, which 
was wrecked oft the Coast of Corsica during 
the night of April 17. Aa the’ official in- 
quiry, always ordered by Government in 
auch cases, has not yet tiken place, the 
ditectors are precluded from expressing auy 
opinion as to the cause of this disaster. 
Meanwhile, as tho (‘ompany are their own 
insurers, the pscuniary lows to thun 
through this accident will be upwards of 
£100,000. . Two. other accidents. hare 
unfortunately attended tho navigation of 
the Fleet during the last six months. The 
Nepul came into collision vith « Chinge 
vessel in the Shanghai river, and although 
the former received no damage, the Chinae 
ehip was sunk with unfortunately consider- 
able loss of life. The Rome, outward 
bound with the -Australisn mils, had 
apparently encountered some piece of 
wreckage, in crossing the Bay of Biscay, 
causing damage .to her rudder, which in- 
terfered with her steering, the consequente 
of which was that sho tonk the ground in 
entering the Suez Canal during a heary 
gale, and bumped the great part of her 
stern post and rudder away. The ship hid 
of course to return to England, and the 
mails, passengers and cargo were transferr- 
ed to another vessel. None of thee 
accidents have interfered in the slightest 
degren with the regularily of the Mtl 
service,
